AN objert-lesson in the diffienities of recording, 
or even understanding, the “truths" of history 
was well underlined in the First Channel's “Zarkor® 
(“Spotlight”) Saturday morning (a repeat broad- 
cast, edited by Yehuda Kaveh), This documentar 
doalt with the entry Lhrough Zion Gate by Jewish 
forces into the Old City of Jerusalem in May, 1948, 
when the Jewish Quarter wag briefly held ‘against 
the Arab Legion and was subsequently ovacunated. 

Though books have been written on the subject, 
“objective” detuils of the operation are little, if at 
all, known tu anybody under the age of 35, or to 
anyone who came to this country within the last 
23 years. The descriptions given oven by those who 
participated in the broadcast — we heard seven 
members who were there with various units — 
hardly provide a clear picture to anyone who did 
not hava one to begin with. There were charges 
and countercharges as to who gave what order, as 
to whether the action had been properly thought 
out, as to whether the quarter could have been held 
or not; and party affiliations seom to be not the 
least of it. The one agreed fact that came out of the 
programme was that the inadequate number of 
soldiers and their commanders were exhausted: but 
this was truc of most operations of those days, or 
indeed of most military actions, 

The programme concluded with a re-broadcast of 
an interview with the late David Shaltiel, military 
commander of Jerusalem at the time, and made in 
1963. He said that it was not true that the Jewish 
Quarter ‘‘fell" because, except for a very small area, 
it had never been in our hands at all. : 

The next day I asked a 21-year-old sabra whose 
uncle had been in the fighting — a devout Herut 
man — whether she was familiar with the details. 
“Yea,” she said, “my uncle told me they could not 
hang on because the Naturei Karta In the area 
threw chairs down on them, and refused to give 
them fond and water." 

T found the programme unusually interesting and 
thought-provoking, and a useful counterbalance lo 
the illusion of thinking that we ever know whole 
and absolute truths. It was Rashomon in Jerusalem.

‘Social Monarchy’ 


After this fallure Lasgalle evolv- 
ed another idea 
that of “Soclal 
King of Prussia, Wilhelm ΠΣ, 
to aupport the workers In their 
struggle against Bismarck and the 
bourgeola Progressive Party. The 
monarchy was to join forces with 
democracy by granting the general 
franchise, and thus become "so- 
clalized." ‘In thia way the stage 
of the direct political rule of the 
liberal bourgeoisie was to be skip- 
ped, as it were. The rosult of 
Lassallo’s fight was scanty: Laa- 
salle became the preacher of ordor 
and authority, because for him tha 
State meant “order, while s0- 
elety stood for “anarchy,” and 
he wanted to lead the workers 
“Into the State." The plan for a 
“Soclalized “Monarchy” was bound 
to fall, because there can be no 
auch form of government without 
religion, without the bellef in the 
transcendent legitimacy of the 
ruler. 
By the summer of 1864, all of 
Lagsalle'’s ideas had failed. Deeply 
disappointed, he went to Switzer- 
land. There the rootless intelec- 
tual became embroiled in an af- 
falr of the heart. Because of hla 
Jewlshness he was refused the 
hand of Selene von Doenniges 
(whose mother was a baptized 
Jewees herself), He waa killed in 
8 duel which he himself had pro- 
voked. 
Lassalle's untimely removal from 
the political scens had far-reach- 
Ing consequemces and delayed the 
clarification of important organize- 
tional problems of the Generai 
Federation of German Workers.

Since the 1880s Lassalle’s doc- 
triney of the necessity of an outho- 
ritarian lender personality for the 
working class and of the cult of 
the State had worked to blunt and 
destroy the demneratic instincts 
of the German people. Lassalle'’s 
demands for universal franchise 
and sociu] welfare legislation were 
Branted by Bismark from above 
without the active participation of
